HE argument cm behalf of. the: city 
in the water works e:'.se, which 
lms been going on for the last 
three days, was concluded yes- 
terday forenoon. The opening argu- 
ment on behalf of the water works 
company was then taken up by A. P. 
Luxton, K. c. 

On resuming . the case yesterday 
morning Mr. Bodwell referred to the 
Interpretation of some of the clauses 
In the Water Works Act. 

His Lordship stated that -he was not 
clear on some of the points regarding 
the supply of water along the pipe 
line. In this case supply might be 
limited to those immediately on the 
line. £le wished to know if, In order 
to furnish water to anyone, It would 
be required that they should reside 
along the line which proceeded to the 
Objective point, which was Esg.ulma.lt 
and the peninsula. 

Mr. Bodwell had not gone tally Into 
this particular section, hut was of the 
opinion that it was Intended to read 
"near or through which" the pipe Is 
laid. He also contended that tho 
company could not really he called 
occupiers of the land an It referred 10 
those who actually resided on the 
property. They could not claim to 
be occupiers of the land because they 
had the power house there. If the 
water was not there the power house 
would not be there, and on those llf(<S3 
they could not consider themselves 
occupiers. 

His Lordship said the company went 
into the occupation of Ine land in com- 
pliance with a previous arrangement 
with the Esqulmait company to re- 
ceive water, 

Mr. Bodwetl quoted a number cf 
authorities in reference to 
Artificial and Natural Watercourses . 
in which he contended that In certain' 
cases there was no difference between 
an artificial and a natural water- 
course in so far as .riparian rights 
were concerned. He argued thai 
water, returned lo a channel from an 
artificial course was open to the same 
rights as waters flowing there nat- 
urally. Appropriation having been 
made of water for a purponc, a man 
was not entitled, he thought, to In- 
crease the appropriation beyond those 
needs. Appropriation meant more 
than the diverting of water. It ap- 
plied to that used for beneficial pur- 
poses. Cases wera cited to show that 
the diverting of greater quantities 
than was needed rendered the excess 
liable to be appropriated for other 
purposes. 

The water below tho power house 
having been allowed to flow into the 
stream, it was subject to appropria- 
tion by the city, Connected Inti- 
mately with this was the question of 
the right to appropriate an excess of 
water stored above tho dam. He con- 
tended that if the company did not 
use the water after It left the power 
house, they lost all claim to it. 

His Lordship argued that while Hie 
Water Clauses Act as originally Intro- 
duced did not say directly that rights 
were to be recognized as having been 
obtained before the passage of the act, 
yet it appeared to him that the Cramer 
of the act had In view making pro- 
vision for some who were recognized 
as having acquired rights before the 
passage of the act. He also con- 
tended that an appropriation depended 
on the particular use that It would be 
put to. 

i Mr. Bodwell did not agree on tills 
point and thought that the question 
was not what he used, but what was 
Ills to use, He stated that he would 
contend that tho mere act of diverting 
the water was ' not an appropriation 
for the purpose of supplying the city 
of Victoria, and nothing has been 
shown that they had any other inten- 
tion outside of the supply of the power 
house. 

Mr. Bodwell quoted authorities from 
judgments delivered in a number of 
states in the United States, in which 
he showed that appropriation required 



furnish some authorities, which would 
not necessitate hhn taking them Up. 

This closed the case for the city, 
and Mr, Luxton 

, Began His Argument 
for the water works company. He 
said the crown grants for all land 
acquired by the plaintiff company out- 
side of the E. & N. land belt were 
given prior to the passing of the 
Water Clauses Act. The land was 
therefore held With respect to water 
privileges according to the law of the 
time. The crown grant gave the 
land subject to the reservations that 
water could be obtained for mining 
and for farm purposes. 

His Lordship wanted to know if It 
was pretended that this crown grant 
could override the Land Act. 

Mr. Luxton thought that this was 
not necessary, as the crown grant had 
complied with the act of that time. 

His Lordship wished \Q know if lie 
contended that tliesa rights 'were not 
affected by the acts of 181)2 and 1S')7. 

Mr. Luxton was of the opinion that 
they could oppose an application for 
any record. The grant was secured 
from the E. & X. Railway Company 
and had conferred an appropriation on 
both sides of the river and was given 
prior to 18911 

His Lordship referred' to a section 
of the act which provided for a, reser- 
vation for "mining or other purposes." 

Mr. Luxton was of the opinion that 
"other purpose.-;" related to mining. 

His Lordship expressed the opinion 
that It was perhaps unnecessary to 
go Into this, as there was no provision 
at the time for providing water for 
municipal purposes. 

Mr. Luxton said that OS riparian 
owner of this land the company 
claimed the right to this water. 

Mr. Luxton nlso Contended that by 
the condition of the swamps which 
were the source of supply at the time 
they got the appropriation and their 
condition at the present time all went 
to show the amount of work that had 
bean done on them. He -„zld that 
when the company began work there 
was very little water flowing through 
Coldstream in the summer. Lake NO.

The hearing was then adjourned till 
the afternoon. 

Afternoon Session 

On resuming the hearing in th 
afternoon, Mr. Luxton continued hi 
argument. lie claimed that tie 
pl&intiffs by their works had collecte 
all the water which is there at th 
present .time and had so made it art! 
ticial water. - The plaintiffs did not us, 
the word artificial in the true sense o 
the word, but they contended that al 
the water that had been collected wa. 
not natural. Continuing, he said that 
there is no act to prevent the riparian 
owners from using the water as i 
goes past their ' property. He main 
tained the company could construe 
dams or reservoirs and have slulc; 
gates and thus allow the same amoun 
that had previously gone through ti 
go down as usual. 

His Lordship desired to know how 
they were going to tell how mucl. 
was going down, or If the same amount 
was going down as had been befori 
the company took possession. 

Mr. Luxton contended that the own- 
ers below would have to show thai 
they were not getting the same 
amount. If it was impossible for the 
owners to tell if they were getting the 
same amount, they would be able i- 
say if they were getting enough' foi 
the'ir wants. 

His Lordship contended that tin- 
company had 

Obligations as Well as Rights 
and although they might have th. 
powdm to collect the water in the 
lakes, they must still allow the watet 
to How down to supply those below. 

His Lordship also wished to know if 
they claimed that the water that had 
been collected on the watersheds and 
afterwards Howed into the natural 
watercourse was natural water or ar- 
tificial water. 

Mr. Luxton contended that they 
could determine the amount that had 
to go down by miners' inches. He 
was of the opinion that the water was 
not natural water, but it had to be 
used the same as natural by the own- 
ers along the stream. He could not 
see why the company could not go 
and tear down the dams and reser- 
voirs if they so desired and let the 
riparian owners find out where they 
were with regard to the supply of 
water. 

His Lordship contended that they 
were taking the water thai had col- 
lected and were putting the necessity 
on the riparian owners to prove thai 
they were getting enough water. 

Mr. Luxton contended ' that the 
water had been collected by the plain- 
tiffs and that tlrey were entitled to il 
all along the course of the river, 

Mr. Luxton thought that the word 
'''appropriate" could be given a better 
meaning by the British authorities 
than by American, which were quoted 
by the defendants. He quoted auth- 
orities to show that the word "appro- 
priate" gave them the right to use the 
water for any purpose that they de- 
sired. 

Tho Riparian Owner 

can appropriate and can secure the 
water the same as a railway com- 
pany can secure land. 

Hlfl Lordship stated that the condi- 
tions of the supply of the pipe line 
was subject to certain conditions. He 
also wished to know what the pur- 
pose of the company was according 
to Section 9. 

Mr. Luxton contended thai the pur- 
pose was lo enter on, build, erect or 
construct works for the purpose of 
getting a sufficient supply for the 
peninsula and Esquimau. He was 
also of the opinion that the company 
had the power to divert the water 



from the bed of the stream, but not 
to divert it Into the city. 

Taking up the Victoria Water Works 
Act, he stated that the city had the 
power to construct water works. it 
also gave the time which they had to 
construct them and also gave them 
power to raise the required money to 
do this work.

GHUnpch, the tinsmith, took up the 
story at this point, saying: "Six weeks 
ago today I lay with several other .lews 
fur four hours in the garret of a bouse 
in Scllhlbotsky street to escape from a 
mob in tlie rooms below. It was a three- 
storey buildiiiH, and those who lived 
there' escaped 'by crawling along rafters 
into dark boles a few inches underneath 
the roof. While we were hiding in this 
bouse men (lime in after dark to escape 
from the streets and lo tell us what 
had happened in the other houses where 
the Jews were caught. A man (old me 
that, one of these houses had been sacked, 
where perhaps two hundred .lews were 
in hiding. 

"The moii members carried butcher 
knives, stone slabs, some of which were 
red with blood, and which were used for 
crushing and stoning people, iron bars, 
revolvers and clubs. Those in the bouse 
rati in every direction, many of them 
escaping, but the children ran with a 
few oider persons to the third floor. 
There they were caught and the 

Babies Up to Five or Six Years 
old were l brown living out of ihe third 
floor windows into the streets. 

The older children BIlll the grown-ups 
were killed before being thrown out. 
The men who told me this said also that 
a band of several hundred students and 
a few police arrived in time to arrest 
some of those murderers, and that after 
they had been placed in jail some of 
the prisoners were recognized by their 
keepers as members of tile police force." 

Chnnoch said that the faces of the 
dead in the streets were mutilated too 
much for recognition.

THE NEW BRITISH MINISTRY. 

Sir Henry Cnnupbell-Bannerman has 
completed his cabinet and -the personnel 
is announced; As constituted, the min- 
istry as much what the public was ed 
to expect from Itlie forecasts, It re- 
flects rather the radical and advanced 
wings of the Liberal party .than the Con- 
servative element, indicating a departure 
in policy from the main lines followed by 
its " predecessor. The new prime min- 
ister has some distinguished colleagues: 
hut mi the whole more brilliant than 
practical. They represent a combination 
formed through considerations at politi- 
cal expediency^ than of mature states- 
manship. What will lie the outcome of 
a general election, in the circumstances, 
it is difficult to predict. Political is- 
sues are very much mixed and hot:; 
•parties are badly divided regarding 
them. Home Rule and fiscal reform are 
bound to be much discussed. The gov- 
ernment has strong debating 'talent and 
the taking in of John Burns would seem 
to indicate that a compact had been en- 
tered into with the labor leaders, While 
new cabinet jis a whole will have strong 
Homo Rule sympathies, even if Home 
Rule be not definitely included in tll-3 
premier's programme. Even if success- 
ful at the polls, which is problemati- 
cal in Che extreme, it is not a govern; 
'incut that is likely to he long-lived. 



EXPERIMENTAL FARMS IN BRIT- 
ISH COLUMBIA. 

The Golden Star having taken up the 
question of an experimental farm in 
East Kootenny, the Nelson Daily News 
strongly supports the proposition; but 
realizing how hard it is to move the 
powers that be, it suggests taking more 
vigorous steps than usual and proceed- 
ing, like John Gilpin, with might and 
main. There, is a great deal to recom- 
mend the proposal, and if the recom- 
mendation of the Colonist had weight 
"with the authorities at Ottawa, which 
we Vl , rv niuch tear it would uol have, 
the establishment, of the farm would 
soon be "an fait accompli." There is, 
however, a strini: to the recommendation 
we would make in that event. Bast 
Kootenny is only one of the sections of 
the province wh'.ch are 'in need of nn ex- 
perimental farm. There arc so many 
variations of climate and general agri- 
cultural conditions in British Columbia 
that it would be difficult to sel a limit to 
the number there should be; that is. in 
absolute fairness to ail settled parts of 
the province. The present experiment- 
al farm at Agassiz does not represent 
ehuracterjstic conditions in any portion 
Of the province not even of the lower 
mainland. Where- there is only to be 
one farm that is. perhaps, its clilefesl 
recommendation. 

1 1 is obviously impracticable, however, 
to expect an experimental farm on th.o 
lower maihlanu. another on the same 
scale on .Vancouver island, another in 
the Okanagan, another in East Knoto- 
pay, and 80 On, which there should he 
in order to satisfy the special require- 
ments of different districts. All the au- 
thorities on agriculture in British Colum- 
bia tell us that the experience of any one 
section, except in a very general way, 
will not apply to any other section. 
There are sucn marked local differences 
thai it would be unsafe to follow in 
Vancouver island what was a successful 
method, say, i„ tOust Kootenny. What, 
therefore, appears to suggest; itself as 
the wiser and more practical course 
would be to have one central farm, the 
one at Agassi/, probably answering well 
for that purpose, and small experimental 
.••tat ions at different Points, limited to 
work having special reference to varie- 
ties and methods adaptable to the dis- 
tricts in which the stations were more or 
'less centrally located. The experiments 
could be supervised from the central 
farm, and the results compiled there 
nnd forwarded to Ottawa to be publish- 
ed in bulletin fo-iu. 

It must not be forgotten, however, 
thai it is very riifjlcult; or ought, to be, 
to force the ( io\ eminent 's hand in Hitch 
matters by ordinary political methods.

THE SASKATCHEWAN CAMPAIGN. 

"The campaign is raging in Saskatch- 
ewan, aid tomorrow will sec its climax 
and culmination. Lt has taken a rath- 
er unexpected turn through the publi- 
cation of Mr. Haultain's reply to tjne 
pastoral letter of Archbishop Baugev.ii>. 
to the priests of the province. It waS .1 
spirited campaign to start with, but the 
interjection of the Archbishop of St. 
Boniface into the light has added "fuel 
to the llanic." [Premier Scott is vig- 
orously defending himself against the 
implied imputation that he is in league 
with the Roman Catholic ■church ill the 
matter, and disclaims the Archbishop 
and all his works, although the kitf'-r 
was kind enough to ask the Catholic 
electors as a man to support him as a 
friend of separate schools and to op- 
pose Mr. Ilaultain, who is accused '.<f 
being responsible for the present sys- 
tem. 

■Clerical interference has had a de- 
cided effect upon ,1ho issues of the cam- 
paign. It has brought Mr. llaulbiiri 
out on a platform of straight national 
schools, in which the privileges now en- 
joyed by tho religious minority, is en- 
tirely eliminated, and it has elicited a 
strong declaration from the leader of the 
Liberals in defence of the existing sys- 
tem. The Archbishop's very decided 
■preference for the school policy of the 
Liberals is somewhat embarrassing fur I 
the Liberal's newspapers. The Glob?, 
however, feels at liberty to observe: 

"Any doubts .that may have been <-n- ' 
tertained as to the truth of the state-! 
meul tha; An hbiship Langevin had 
addressed a circular to fjiio clergy in 
the province" of Saskatchewan oppos- 
ing Mr. Ilaultain and his supporters' 
may be dismissed. In answer to a let- 
ter from Mr. Ilaultain, the archbishop 
virtually admits the charge. It may i e 
argued that the archbishop has as great 
a right to express his political prefer- 
ences as any other citizen. Nobody will 
challenge that position; but he has no 
right to Tcquest that his preferences ho 
rend from the pulpit of all the Catho- 
lic chnri-hes in Saskatchewan. The cir- 
cular does' not appear to be <i maiide- 
ment, but it is nevertheless, an undue 
and improper influence*; ami we boHe.ve 
would ho so held by the courts. 

"What would be thon-lit if Bis'hop 
Sweatmam wire to send a political cir- 
cular letter to the Anglican clergy of 
Ontario, with « request that it lie read 
from the. pulpits'/ It would be uni- 
versally considered that he had be "i 
guilty of an egregiously indefensible act. 
It is to suppose something not only im- 
probable but impossible, and what would 
not be toll-rated from another. The 
Liberal party requires no such aid. Lib- 
erals have suffered too much from it to 
make it endurable, even when by si- 
lence fine parity mijjhl profit by it." 
-o 

THE C. P. R. -TRADE POLICY. 

The News-Advertiser, to whose po- 
sition on the dispute between the 
merchants of the Const and the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway there was some 
interest attached, says there are two 
statements in the c. }>. R, reply filed 
with the railway commissioners re- 
garding which there will be general 
disagreement on the part of the public. 
One is that Vancouver has no natural 
advantages that justify her merchants 
in seeking to extend their trade be- 
yond the narrow confines of at strip 
of coast territory The Other is that 
as a matter of public policy the rail- 
way company is bound to protect the 
manufacturers of Ontario and Quebec 
against tin- products of English fac- 
tories brought here by water. 

Regarding the first statement the 
News-Advertiser hardly gives the ( 
f. R. position fairly, Inasmuch as the 
latter qualified Its assertion as to the 
coast cities having no geographical 
advantage to the interior trade over 

Winnipeg and eastern chics by ex- 
cepting such products as originated in 
British Columbia or In the Orient. Up 
to that point the C, P, U. position, we 
think, is unassailable. That is, to 
say its premises are correct; hut car- 
ried logically beyond that point, its 
position is lamentably weak'. Tie- 
coast cities have a very strong natural 
advantage in regard to the goods 
which come from (treat Britain via 
the Horn, it Is practically the same 
as in regard to goods imported from 
the Orient, or to products originating 
In this province. The British Import- 
ed goods are here, and the merchants 
dealing in them are entitled to all the 
advantage Which the natural position 
of the coast, affords in bringing (hem 
here. As to the validity of the other 
statement referred to, we tire finite In 
neeord with our Vancouver contem- 
porary. The O. P. U. Is stepping out- 
side of its sphere an a common carrier 
When it undertakes to dictate what 
ought or ought not to be the public 
policy of this country In respect to 
trade. Had the- company declared 
that the discrimination against Eng- 
lish goods imported by way of British 
Columbia ports was purely in Its own 
Interests, and in accordance with Iti 



private policy, its position .from its 
owrt standpoint at least would havo 
been defensible, and it would then 
have been a matter for the railway 
commissioners and parliament after- 
wards, if necessary, to decide whether 
the interests of public policy demand- 
ed such discrimination. There would 
probably bo no question about what 
the reuult would be in that case. 

As we pointed out on Sunday, If 
to the physical disadvantages under 
which we labor and to the Inequal 
incidence of the tariff to which we 
willingly submit in the interests of 
the whole of Canada, we add tile arti; 
flcial barrier erected by the railway 
company In favor of Eastern manu- 
facturers, which to our mind Is the 
crux of the question, tin intolerable 
situation in created. We, therefore, 
endorse the conclusion, of the News- 
Advertiser as well presenting the 
views of i.he Colonist expressed several 
days previous: 

"It Is not a light between the rail- 
way company and the local merchants. 
It Is an attempt by Influential interests 
In Eastern Canada to prevent tin; 
people of the West, from getting the 
full benefit of the advantages that 
their location o.-, or near the seaboard 
gives them. Nobody would derive 
more benefit from a large population 
here than 'the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way Company. lint tiiat cannot be 
bad if enterprise is checked arid busi- 
ness made Impossible by freight dis- 
criminations." 

The settlement of the dispute to 
our minds presents no serious diffi- 
culties, as the grounds for a judicious 
and satisfactory compromise arc ob- 
vious. The reply of the railway com- 
pany presents the merits of the case 
from a practical railway point of 
view In a way that is almost unassail- 
able. On the other hand, its admitted 
discrimination against English goods 
brought here by water is indefensible. 
Justice and fairness demand that both 
ends of the continent should be treated 
alike. We cannot expect to compete 
on equal terms with Canadian goods, 
manufactured in the East, in the 
neutral markets of Alberta, when 
theae goods have to be hauled through 
Alberta to the coast and then hauled 
back. That Is the natural advantage 
which the eastern manufacturer is en- 
titled to claim. 

on the other hand, in British Col- 
umbia products and in Oriental and 
English goods brought here by water 
we have a natural advantage, and that 
advantage we are entitled to main- 
tain at all hazards. To say mat the 
manufacturer Is to have the benefit 
of a high protective tariff against 
foreign goods and the protection af- 
forded by discriminatory rates against 
another section of their own country. 
Is more coddling than Canada can af- 
ford to extend even to "infant indus- 
tries." The compromise that should 
be easy to effect is a tariff of rates 
that will favor neither East tfpr WeSt, 
but allow both to make the most out 
of their natural advantages.

* Vancouver, Dec. 9. — A most Import- 
ant And of platinum In place has 
been made at the Bear Creek property 
of Messrs. W. H. Armstrong and C. P. 
Law in Nicola Valley. It has long 
been suspected that some valuable 
platinum would be 'discovered In the 
claims, and a large amount of monay 
has been spent by Philadelphia and 
New York people In Investigating the 
district for platinum, but up to the 
present time with no definite results. 
A great many assays of the Bear 
Creek ore have been made locally, 
but as platinum was tried for specific- 
ally and was always included as silver, 
for a long- time no suspicion was en- 
tertained that the Armstrong-Law 
property contained platinum In the 
ore. 

Lately, however, the Chinamen have 
been making good hauls of platinum In 
the creek, and Mr. Law on examining 
some platinum brought In by a. China- 
man saw that particles of quartz in 
several instances were sticking to the 
precious metal. This quartz was com- 
pared with the ore in the Bear Creel: 
mine and found identical. Mr. Law 
decided to have average samples of the 
ore sent to specialists, and he sub- 
mitted ore picked at random to Messrs. 
Baker & Sons, refiners of New York, 
and they reported that the sample 
contained approximately four ounces 
of platinum to the ton, this in addition 
1o large gold and silver values. If 
tliis platinum value will hold out, as 
is the case In the gold and silver 
values in the ore, it will be the most 
important discovery ever made of 
platinum In a vein. 

At the present time nine'-tentha of 
the platinum Is obtained from placer 
"workings in the Ural Mountains hi 
Piussia, but the supply is rapidly be- 
coming exhausted, and the increasing 
use of platinum in the mechanical arts 
is affecting the price of the refined 
article until in its refined state it now 
eouals the price of pure gold.

A CONVICT HULK. 

From the queen of the navy to a con- 
vict ship: from a vessel of tall, tapering 
masts spreading to the winds of heaven 
her billowy canvas, to a hoivscd-over pe- 
nal hulk. Such, in 'brief, is the history 
of the old shin Nipsic, now lying at the 
liremerton navy yard, says the Seattle 
Post-Intelligencer. Orders were receiv- 
ed to put the old ship in commission as 
a prison hulk on December 23. 

No ship in the American navy is held 
in such rcgnrd by the sailors as the old 
Nipsic. In the lonr night watches at sea, 
when the sailors. group on the deck, the 
history of the old sailing vessel is told. 
With the rouga poetry liorn in the sailor 
her career is sketched from the day of 
her launching years ago, when she was 
considered the finest vessel afloat. With 
the pride of his calling the mariner will 
dwell on her beautful lines, her snowy 
decks and the tall masts from which 
floated the emblem of freedom. 

He will also tell in a hushed voice of 
the terrible typhoon of 1S89, in Apia, and 
how she alone survived the gale. With 
tremulous lip he will tell how the mothers 
of the nation bless the old ship as the 
preserver of then sons' lives, and how 
after the hurricane her crew rescued 
others perishing from the less worthy 
vessels, and how in that hour of death, 
when so many btave sailors were sum- 
moned, before the Great Captain, the 
crew of the Nipsic escaped without the 
loss of a man. All this and far more he 
will relate, and because of this every 
timber of the noble old ship cries against 
the desecration to which she is to be sub- 
jected. 

From the queen of the navy to a con- 
vict hulk! Like a man who has lived 
his life doinc gojd to others without pre- 
paring for his own future, she is east 
aside in her old age to rust in oblivion 
and infamy. .She has passed the age of 
usefulness; the steel battleship has taken 
the place of the old wooden ship which 
first won fame for America, and with the 
characteristic henrtlessn'ess of humanity 
she is cast aside, forgotten. 
"O better that her shattered hulk should 

sink beneath the wave, 
Her thunders., shako the mighty deep 

and there should bo her grave."

The defendants deny the allegations 
of the plaintiffs and allege that the hsa 
in question were not frozen or in good 
condition when delivered for storage-; 
they deny that the fish are now (in law) 
in their possession 'and further-' that the 
storage tees date on 'them have not all 
heen .paid. They further stale that 
when delivered for storage, the fish 
wore salted as well .as smoked and for 
that reason fish will not keep for any

In answer to an Inquiry as to how ho 
accounted for the better catches secured 
lately for, Grief Sturrctt, manager of the 
company, stated that they were largely 
due to the fact that good fresh herring is 
now available for bait, and the fishermen

(flour and the others general cargoes, in

-Say he drives up to the store on 1 
Saturday forenoon with his eggs, those 
laid the- previous Saturday would be seven | 
days old, those on Sunday six Monday 
Ave, Tuesday four, Wednesday three, 
Thursday two, and Friday one; those laid 
the last three days would be strictly fresh 
eggs, whilst nothing from Manitoba could 
Come under tlmt category. Here we have 
approximately the age of the ranchers' 
<-ggs for certain 1 . Can as much be stild for 
the Manitoba article? 

Lastly, lie must have a very poor esti- 
mate of the Intelligence of the local house- 
wife. If unhappily they should be led 
away by his article, they may find that 
their cakes and paddings don't answer 
their expectations. I am aware that: to 
some people "an egg Is Just an egg"; to 
such your advice Is bliss, and Manitoba 
eggs a month old would make no differ- 
ence; hut I cannot bring myself to believe 
that Victorians will ever consider a Man- 
itoba egg as a strictly fresh one. 

Eggs produced In any quantity during 
the months of October, November and Do- 
comber are, just like anything else on the 
market out of season, high In price. The 
domestic hen, If left to her own sweet will, 
would not lay many eggs, If any at all,; 
to teach or compel her to do so. means 
time, labor and expenditure la high feed- 
ing, to be paid for accordingly by a rise 
in the price of eggs— and after all, the 
hopes of a profitable return may lie frus- 
trated by these strictly fresh eggs from 
Manitoba!

Al >, 
Hughes declined to say when Mr. Ryan 
will be recalled, but it presumed he will 
take the witness stand tomorrow or 
next day, 

Subsequently Air- Ryan's counsel gave 
out that they advised Air. Ryan that he 
should answer the Questions and that he 
s prepared to do SO whenever recalled. 
u> thai statement wu s attached e letter 
from District Attorney Jerome to Ran' 
l>. Crnvath, advising him that 'Mr. Ryan

Which led him to refuse to answer until 
the question of law involved could bo 
made clear." 

The committee was engaged for a part 
of the time today In inquiring into the 
affairs of the Provident Savings Life 
Assurance Society Of New York. 

Charles B, Hughes, counsel for the 
committee, had brought out by question- 
ing Edward \V. Scott, the president of 
that company, that wi u v. Frank R. Hod- 
ley, of New Bedford, Mass., secured con- 
trol of the company In 1890 he borrowed 
S162,000 from the company on his col- 
lateral notes to pay up for the stock of 
the insurance company. Air. Scott tes- 
tified th«t Mr. iladloy never repaid 
these loans and that the insurance com- 
pany realized only $30,000 on the sale of 
the collateral. The companies in which 
Air. Iladloy was interested failed and he 
committed suicide. 

A Problem in High Finance 

"It cost the insurance company just 
S5132.OU0 for Air. lladley to get 'control 
of it," said Air. Hughes. 

Resides $102,000 .Mr. Hadley borrow- 
ed $200,000 to pay for the insurance 
company's stock, ami had put up that 
stock as collateral- Mr. Scott testified 
that ho bought that stock at auction af- 
ter Air. Hrtdley'S death, and borrowed 
the money to do it from the New York 
Security & Trust Company. John A. 
'AleCall. president of the New York Life, 
Mr, Scott said, stood i, iic k of him in his 
negotiations tor the loan. Other' wit- 
nesses have testified that the New York 
Life controlled Ihe Now York Security 
& Trust Company. After he got con- 
trol of the company, Mr. Scott said, 
John A. Horn,,, brother-in-law of John 
A, McCall, was made comptroller of the 
Provident Savings Assurance Company 
at $10,000 a year- Mr. Scott testified 
also that his four sons and a nephew are 
employed by the company, of which he 
is president. 

British Policyholders Move 

London, Dec. 11. — The Associated 
Press was informed today that the policy 
holders of the Mutual Life Insurance 
Company of New York have decided to 
urge upon the officials of that company 
that the successor to Richard A. Ale- 
Curdy must be an insurance man, having 
the confidence of the British policy hold- 
ers ami that these policy holders must 
be represented on the board of directors. 
The Associated Press understands that 
an urgent cablegram to this effect was 
sent to the Mutual officials at New York 
today. 

The alternative has not been announc- 
ed, but the Associated Press understands 
that unless assurances to this effect are 
forthcoming within a stated number of 
days a decided step will be taken as the 
whole matter is in the hands of some of 
the most influential men in London. 

The lending London newspapers, in 
discussing the question, urge upon the 
New York directors i„ reorganizing the 
.Mutual to protect the interests of the 
English policy holders. The Morning 
Post says: "The British policy holders 
number thirty thousand and their inter- 
ests must he protected." 

A distinct movement is on foot to se- 
cure the appointment to the presidency 
of D. O, Haldemnnd. It is suggested 
that the books should be submitted to 
British accountants. 
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SUBDUED PRISONER 
WITH WALKING STICK 



Guard Cardevv Beats Prisoner 
Wfio Was Fighting With Mate 
at Government House, 



William McOabe, a prisoner serving a 
ntence of two months' imprisonment 
r vagrancy, was struck oh the back of 
the head with a heavy stick, which 
caused a wound that bled profusely, and 
he was otherwise beaten with a walk- 
ing stick by guard H. W. Oardow af- 
ter an altercatir.il between AlcCabe and 
T. Turner, a prisoner serving n sentence 
of two months' imprisonment for wilful 
damage to property, n Thursday last 
at Government House, The scene oc- 
curred in the presence of His Honor the 
Lieuteuunt-liovernor and his secretary. 

It is understood an inquiry was held 
by Superintendent V. g. Hus'sey of the 
provincial police, acting as inspector of 
gaols, on Saturday, and a report will bo 
made to the Attorney-General's depart- 
ment. On th'i morning of the 7tii 
Guard II. W, C'ardew went to Govern- 
ment House with the gang of prisoners, 
including McOnbe, Turner, J. Murphy, 
S. Doqdy and Sing, Chinese. On ar- 
rival at Govcrpniont House the live 
prisoners W'ore sent, to a rest shack used 
by the prisoners. Turner was cook 
anil was engaged in preparing some vege- 
tables for dinner. AlcCabe grabbed a 
carrot and a row o,, s uod. Turner al- 



leges AlcCabe ran at him, while AlcCabe 
alleges Turner jumped on him anil threw 
him to the llojr. trying to strangle him, 
whoi ..'_,.<):: he gruspdd a table knife from 
the table nearby and shouted that he 
would stick the knife into Turner if be 
did not lot go. At hit ".vents Cnrdew 
heard the disturbance nnd did not pay 
any attention to it at first. When the 
clamor became louder, though, he ran to 
the shuck and found AlcCabe on the floor 
with Turner on top Of him, and McCabe 
was gripping tightly a table knife. 

McCabe was swearing and using foul 
language' Assisted by Turner the 
guard disarmed 'McCabe and decided 
he would return to the gaol -with the 
prisoners. Aided by Turner, Curdew 
bound ArcCahe's wrists with a rope and 
the party started to return to the jail. 
Oardow claims McCabe would not walk, 
and he. dragged him along by the rope, 
while Turner pushed from behind. Alc- 
Cabe continued swearing, stating that the 
rope was CUttin? into his wrists. Hi: 
threatened to kick the guard unless the 
rope was loosened. The guard then 
ordered Turner to stand away, and he 
struck AlcCabe a number of times with 
his walking eticK, once at the back of 
the head, causing a wound which bled. 
Turner aiso kicked him. AlcCube fell, 
bleeding from the wound at the back of 
his head. 

He was weak and dizzy, holding his 
hands to protecc his face from the blows 
of Cardew's stick. The disturbance 
ended then, about twenty yards from 
Government House, and AlcChne walk- 
ed quietly to tin; gaol, where Cardew re- 
ported him to the gaoler. Major Alut- 
ter, for creatine,- a disturbance. The 
fnets were later brought out at an in- 
quiry.
